THE MESSAGE 


Several Support President's Action 


!n the Brownsville Case. 


FORAKER MAKES STATEMENT 


Lively Debate In the Upper Chamber 


In Which Clay, Tillman, Spooner, 
Bacon and Others Take Part—Syn- 
opsis of Proceedings and Essence 
of the Message. 


"Washington, Jan. 15.—Animated dis- 


cussion of President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage on the Brownsville case enliv- 
ened the session of the senate. A 
number 
of senators expressed ap- 


proval of the president's order of dis- 
missal; while Senator Tillman again 
charged that the chief magistrate had 
exceeded his powers in discharging 
the negro troops. 
Senator Foraker 


also was heard. As soon as the mes- 
sage was read he made the following 
statement: 


"This testimony such as we have re- 


ceived here does not in any way re- 
move the objections ! have all along 
urged against, this proceeding. I have 
stood for a hearing for these men, a 
hearing at which, they can be repre- 
sented and their interests cared for. 
This testimony which is now sent was 
taken, if we are to believe the pres.=i 
reports 
from 
Brownsville, behind 


closed doors. The men were/not rep- 
resented by counsel nor was any op- 
portunity given them to cross-examine 
witnesses. I do not complain ot this, 
but it constitutes my reason for re- 
fusing to desist from my demands 
that there be an open investigation, 
and that these men, be given an oppor- 
tunity to establish what facts they can 
in their favor. 
I bnlieve that every 


accused man has the right to court 
to appear in m's defense and defend 
his case as freely and fully as he can." 


Senator Mallory: indorsed the action 


of the president. 
He held that the 


president might have gone too far in 
preventing the re-enlistment of the 
soldiers involved,'but otherwise he 
approved the president's order of dis- 
charge. 


When Senator Clay, who followed, 


took the floor, the debate was given a 
lively turn by Mr. Tillman's interrup- 
tions. Mr. Clay said the people of 
Georgia heartily indorsed the presi- 
dent's action. Senator Bacon followed 
with what he sakl.^as reported as the 
precedent for the Brownsville order in 
the discharge of a company of South 
Carolina national guardsmen by Sen- 
ator -Tillman when his was governor. 
This involved Senator Tillman again 
in the debate. 


Mr. Tillman insisted he could not 


get away from the fundamental prin- 
ciple that every man charged with 
crime should have a fair trial. "I say," 
he continued, "that the president has 
been derelict; he transcended his au- 
thority and was untrue to the duties 
of his office in not holding the troops 
In the army until he had exhausted 
every means to ascertain* the guilty, 
ones." 


Senator Spooner held that when the 


president exercises his powers as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army the. sen- 
ate has no jurisdiction to review his 
actions. He also contended that con- 
gress has no power to legislate spe- 
cifically to restore the soldiers dis- 
charged in the present ease, declaring 
that review can only be had by im- 
•oeachinent proceedings. 


Hughes Springs Surprise. 


Albany, M. Y., Jan. 15. — Governor 


Hughes sprung a complete surprise 
when he sent to the senate for con- 
firmation the nomination of former 
State Senator Frederick? C. Stevens ol 
Attica for superintendent of public 
works in place of N. V. Franchot of 
Oleon. The nomination was confirmed. 
Mr. Stevens was chairman of the spe- 
cial " legislative 
committee 
of 
two 


years ago which investigated gas and 
electric lighting conditions 
in New 


York, and of which Governor Hughes 
was counsel. The governor also sent

Roach hurried to the scene, ripped up 
the boards and 
rescued 
the naked 


body of what he thought a dead In- 
fant. He wrapped the body in some 
newspapers and took it to the patrol 
house.

ing at the patrol house the patrolman 
unwrapped the body to show it to a 
brother 
officer. 
Suddenly the child 


was seen making signs of life. Drs.

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 15.—James J. 


Hill, president of the Great Northern 
Railroad company, has addressed to 
Governor Johnson a letter in which 
the great ra'lway magnate deals ex- 
haustively with the various phases oJ 
the railroad problem. 
Mr. Hill sots 


out at length what, in his opinion, ia 
responsible for the existing situation, 
and what should be done to remedy it. 
The western country has grown so 
fast that the railroads have been un- 
able to keep pace with it, Mr. Hill 
says, and he believes the building of 
additional trackage is the best solu- 
tion of the problem. He says it wouid 
require a permanent investment of j 
$1,100,000,000 a year for five years to 
provide the railroads of the country j 
with means to handle properly the 
business already in sight, and not al- 
lowing for future growth. 
President 


Hill says: 


"Within the last 10 years the vol- 


ume of railroad business increased 110 
per cent. Meanwhile the railroads 
have endeavored to meet it. 
Equip- 


ment is being increased as rapidly as 
capital and labor can do it. There are 
and will be cars enough to carry the 
country's traffic if the cars can be 
moved, but engines and cars must 
have tracks upon which they may run. 
A striking tale is told by statistics 
of railroad 
building in the United 


States. Not only is the statement 
true, that there has been in the 10 
years ending 1906 an increase of but 
21 per cent in mileage, but the most 
impressive fact is that railroad build- 
ing has within a generation fallen off 
just as the demand upon trackage has 
Increased. At this moment, wh^n 
that demand is greatest and the whole 
country is clamoring for relief, it is 
the smallest in years. 


"It is not by accident that railroad 


building has declined to its lowest 
within a generation at the very time 
when all other forms of activity have 
been growing most rapidly. The in- 
vestor declines to put his money into 
enterprises under ban of unpopularity, 
r.nd 
even threatened by individuals 


ind political parties with confiscation 
or transfer to the state. This feeling 
must be removed and greater confi- 
dence be mutually establisheu if any 
considerable portion of the vast sum 
necessary is to be available for the 
work."
